D et r o it, June 7.—Boynton A: Ak cly’a 
shingle mill, the largest in the world* 
burned last night at Grand Haven. The 
loss is $125,000; insured in twenty-four 
companies for $29,000. The mill will be 
rebuilt iii sixty days. Two hundred and 
forty men aud Iniys are temporarily out 
of employment. 
O shk o sh, June 7.—At 4:30 o'clock this 
afternoon, fire broke out in the engine 
room of the saw mill of Campbell Bros. 
& Cameron, on the south side of the river 
anti in ten minutes the entire mill was in 
ruins. There was a high wind and the 
fire spread with fearful rapidity. One 
hundred and fifty thousand feet of lum­ 
ber was destroyed and 500 cords of slabs. 
The wind blew straight across the river, 
and whole flaming boards were carried 
over among the mills on the opposite shore 
setting lire in the yards, and for a time a 
panic prevailed. There was a terrible 
light to keep the fire from taking in the 
mills and lumber yards on the North 
side. Thousands of (Hoople fought the 
fire with pails, aud nil the mills in the 
leu ward of the line of fire nm out hose 
uud men for protection. But only two 
were burned, being the residences of 
Mark JOI Is worth and J. It. Potter. The 
elegant residence of O. I). Peck was on 
fire, aud the en pi la was partially burned, 
but the fire was put out.

The Indign West Went 
A few years ago Tom Croft was yard 
master or something at Omaha. He 
was full of business, but always had 
lime lo work in a joke here and then. 
The railroad men were troubled more 
by begging Indians, lazy loafers that 
bong around to beg aud steal, than they 
were by their money. Nobody wanted 
lo inaugurate a war against the lazy 
ereaturea, so they were given money 
whenever they called for it Each In­ 
dian was armed with a paper that some­ 
body had written for them, asking for 
charity, and they would present the 
paper and rake in the shekels.

The Indian took the paper, said 
“ How ” to Tom and marched off to­ 
wards the car shoi>s. He went in as the 
boys were sitting around eating lunch, 
ami handed it to a big Irishman who had 
a monkey wrench in his hand. The 
Irishman read it oat loud to the boys, 
and the crowd went for the Indian. The 
Irishman scalped him with the monkey 
wrench, a blacksmith tore his blanket 
off; and as the Indian started to run, the 
whole crowd broke after him. He was 
jacked by about forty different sized 
boots, hit by as many tin pails, in as 
many different places, doused with dirty 
waler, and as he passed Tom’s office he 
WM the worst looking, and the most 
frightened Indian that ever was seen in 
Omaha, He shook bis fist at Tom, and 
weal over the hill oat of sight, and for 
Iwo days people who came into Omaha, 
from the West, told ataut seeing a red 
streak pointed towards the Pacific slope, 
and the air was filled with yells, war 
whoops and language that nobody could 
understand.

A Letter from N. P. Willis. 
The Boston A dit rf tier says: Many 
years ago a young man, barely twenty- 
one, living in a Western State, had sent 
a poem to Mr. Willis, then in the height 
ot his fame. 
To this day he remembers 
the thrill w itll which he Woke the dainty 
waxen seal—it was I ►efore the days of 
envelopes—aud rushed into tile yard, 
under the shade of a great beech tree, 
to read the letter. 
It was uoon one of 
the amole sheets of the olden times, 
and had l>eeu written with a dashing 
quill pen that would have been bettered 
by sliar{>eiiuig. 
But Abou Ben Adliem, 
When he saw his name in characters of 
gold, could not have felt more delighted. 
The letter has more than a personal 
interest 
It gives a view of the labors 
and hardships of literary men forty years 
ago, which will lie contemplated with 
something like wonder by the present 
generation. 
But tile elders know’ the 
wretched picture is not in tile least exag­ 
gerated. There was little appreciation 
of literature, and no adequate reward 
for tho author. 
It was the era of mil­ 
liners’ magazines, and writers got only 
the “ fine words” that “ butter no pars­ 
nips." It was tile time when Haw­ 
thorne could describe himself as the 
“ obscurest man of letters in America." 
The bulk of literary achievement aud 
nearly all literary renown were yet to 
come. The charm of the letter is in its 
genial and hearty sympathy, and its 
wise and gracefully turned council. Few 
authors find time to reply, as Willis did, 
to such epistles, and few have had the 
taste and feeiiug both to inspire such a 
one as this. 
If there is any satisfaction 
in the grateful recollection of a lifetime, 
Willis might have deemed himself re­ 
compensed for his kind words to an un­ 
known youth. 
Washington, April 28, 1846. 
My D ear S ir—Your letter forwarded to me 
here, im ju st received, and I hasten to comply 
with your req u est: though young (stets ask ad­ 
vice very much as lovers do, after H ey ar? 
irrevocably engaged. 
In the first plate, how­ 
ever, I should always advise against adopting 
the literary profession ; for at best, it is like 
making wagon-traces of your hair, win »lly in 
sufficient for wants which increase as the power 
gives way. 
Your poetry (Well, 
no m atter 
about ti ait I The poem was judiciously con­ 
demned by Hie writer thereof many years ago, 
and duly suffered an auto >la fe . 
Aud as he 
was never guilty of any subsequent indiscre­ 
tion of that nature, it is not necessary now to 
quote (and controvert) Mr Willis’ flattering 
prognostication]... but there are many men of 
the same calibre who would go on aud starve, 
up to the empty honor of being remembered 
first when dead, weie it not th at they could 
to rn their more common powers to account, 
and live by meaner industry. 
Poetry is an 
angel in your breast, and you had better not 
turn her out to be your m aid o f all work'. 
As 
to writiug tor magazines, that is very nearly 
done with, as a m atter of profit. 
The com­ 
petition for notoriety alone gives the editors 
more than they can use. 
You could not sell a 
piece of poetry now in America. 
The literary 
avenues are all over-crowded, aud you can not 
live by the (>en, eicent as a drudge to a news­ 
paper.* 
Notwithstanding 
all this, you will 
obably try it ; and all I can say is, you shall 
ve my sympathy aud w hat aid I can give 
you. 
If you should come to New York, and 
will call ou me, I shall lie happy to say more 
than I have time to write.

A B race o f G host Stories from Scot* 
tan A* 
Mr. George Sinclair, professor of 
Moral Philosophy in the University of 
Glasgow, and 
afterward Minister of 
Eestwood in Renfrewshire, by tho pub­ 
lication, in 1865, of his work “ Satan's 
Invisible World Discovered,” did mach 
to add to the terrors of Mary King’p 
Close, by his account of apparitions 
seen therein and recorded “ by witness­ 
es of undoubted veracity”—a work long 
hawked about the streets by tho itiner­ 
ant sellers of gingerbread. 
Tile last, or 
northern, portion of the close, with its 
massive vaulted lower ltories, was an 
open ruin iu 1845 ; the south or upper, 
had fallen into ruin after a fire in 1750, 
and was in that condition when a por­ 
tion of the site was required for the west 
side of the Royal Exchange, three years 
after. It would appear from the pro­ 
fessor's narrative that Mr. 
Thomas 
Coltheart, a respectable law 
whose legal business had begun 
ish, took a better style of boose in Mary 
King’s Close. 
Their maid-scrvant was, 
of course, duly warned by obliging 
neighbors that the house was haunted, 
and in terror she gave up the situation 
and fled, leaving Mr. and Mrs. Coltheart 
to face whatever they may see, alone.

The “ Boss” Jockey in England. 
Archer, the chief jockey in England, 
has a larger income than the Queen's 
Minister. 
His regular fees are 
for the mount if he wins, $15 if he 
and $10 for a trial These fees 
are toe smallest part of his income, not­ 
withstanding that he rides in a vast num­ 
ber of races every year. 
In 1875, he 
won 172 races; in 1876, he won 207 ; in 
1877, he won 218; in 1878, 229 ; in 1879, 
197; and in 1880, 120. He has not rid­ 
den so many horses during tile last two 
years on account of a savage bite which 
disabled one arm for several months. 
The fees for races are, however, insig­ 
nificant compared to the presents made 
to him by owners of the horses he has 
ridden. Gold watches, diamond rings 
riding birses, dog carts, yachts, suits of 
clothes, hats, cases of champagne, etc., 
are quite common. 
Money gifts accom­ 
pany these smaller testimonials of grati­ 
tude. He got $5,(XX) from Mr. Dorillard 
for winning the IJerby, and Mr. Keene 
rave Foroham $2,500 for winning the 
Grand Prix of Paris. Still larger sums 
than those have lieen given. The jockey 
who won the Derby ten years ago with 
Hermit was presented arith $15,000. 
The policy of paying such sums to 
jockeys has I *een much criticised, but 
the amount of money at stake is so large 
that it is thought wise to protect tile 
jockeys against corrupt offers.

revolutionize the trade. It was, however, 
the custom of shoemakers who lived 
away from the manufacturing centers to 
make their own pegs by hand even down 
to recent times, out the machiuc-manu- 
factured i**g has now 
sujk rseded all 
such slow work, just as the horseshoe 
nail manufacture is now almost wholly in 
tile hands of establishments that make 
them by machinery. 
The usual story 
comes with tile introduction of the shoe- 
peg, to the effect that some uuscnipuious 
parties tried to swindle the unsuspecting 
liy endeavoring to sell shoc-pegs as a 
new kind of oats. 
But this bale is like 
many others, to be read and then “ taken 
under advisement.”

How quartz Is Formed. 
We have bee n handed a piece of rock 
that bore a remarkable resemblance to 
quartz that had been partially decoin- 
jiosed and its solid parts stained by the 
oxidization of minerals. 
It was taken 
from between the tulles of an old boiler 
that was tieing repaired at Lakcnau’s 
foundry. The I Hiller has been in use for 
some years at quartz mines in this dis­ 
trict, aud the rock was the result of the 
accretions or precipitation of the steam 
that permeated or escaped from the 
tubes, and in tho course of years hard­ 
ened into a stone some three inches in 
thickness. 
To all appearances it was a 
quartz formation, and would be so pro­ 
nounced by any miner of experience. 
The process by which the stone was 
formed would be a strong proof of the 
theory that quartz veins are of aqueous 
formation, and that the forces may be 
still actively at work in Nature’s latmra- 
tory creating the fissures and filling 
them with the deposits of a distinctive 
mineral character that come from the 
waters aud the so-called “ country-rock.**

“ Let me tell you one thing, my bor,” 
said the director, settling down in his 
chair, “ the manager of Italian opera 
does not pass much of his time on a bed 
of roses. The public comes here ele­ 
gantly attired, aud smilingly awaits the 
rising of tho curtain—and the curtain 
always rises at the proper time. Little 
the people in the boxes know what may 
bo going on behind tho curtain. Per­ 
haps tile ‘Carmen,’ who is soon to burst 
upon the stage ami captivate lier hear­ 
ers with ‘Amor Misterioso,* is rolling her 
eyes, and stamping her foot, and threat­ 
ening to withdraw her services. 
Per­ 
haps there are three or four lawyers on 
tho stage trying to make mischief. Tho 
director has to pour oil on the troubled 
waters and pacify everybody before the 
curtain is pulled up. A great operatic 
tenor or prima donna is like dynamite, 
which will almost explode if you look 
at it. They must get up the oj>eratic 
steam some time during the day. 
“ The late Mr. Lindley, my predecessor 
as Director of lier Majesty’s Theater, 
very aptly remarked once that he had 
no confidence in a singer who placidly 
attended tilt? rehearsals, came regularly 
to the theater, and never caused con­ 
fusion. Artists who never exhibited pas­ 
sion were not apt to be great, he used to 
say.“ Mr. Maeready, you know, when en­ 
gaging his dresser, whom I knew very 
well, arranged that when ho shook him 
he should pay him double wages, and 
when ho struck him, Ids pay should bo 
trebled.

Geraniums In the Window. 
It is very rare to see a well-grown ge­ 
ranium in window culture. Even if the 
plants bloom fairly, they are often drawn 
up, misshapen things, not pleasing to 
look upon. In the majority of cases, 
plants that have been set out in the gar­ 
den for the summer, are allowed to “ go 
aa you please.” The roots finding an 
abundance of rich soil, the tops grow oft 
at a famous rate. At the approach of 
cool weather the plants are taken up aa 
they stood; if any cutting is done, it is 
at the nx>ts, to bring them within tbe 
limits of a pot, aud tho plants are placed 
in the window. As a consequence of 
such treatment, the majority of the 
leaves fade and fall, and show' a lot of 
loner, lanky stems with a small tuft of 
leaves at the top. This condition of 
the plants is due either to lack of knowl­ 
edge or to timidity. Amateur cultiva­ 
tors, as a general thing, seem to fear to 
use the knife; could the plant suffer 
pain thev would not be more reluctant 
to cut. The proper methods is to pre­ 
pare the plants for taking in long l>efore 
the time for lifting them ; but it is too 
late to advise that, as it is to suggest 
pruning them at the time of taking them 
up. E ven at this late day it is hotter to 
cut back the geraniums to a good shape 
than to let them remain as they are. Of 
course, each plant will have its own 
neeiL in this respect, and only general 
advice can 
given, (’ut back tho long 
■terns in such a manlier that the plant 
will form a low', rounded head, and re­ 
move altogether such branches as will 
make the head too much crowded.— 
American Agriculturist. 


Warm anil Coli! Baths, 
The physiological effects of warm and 
cold baths are tim* noted by a writer in 
an English medical journal : 
Warm lait ha produce an effect upon 
the skin directly contrary to that which 
is brought about by cold water. The 
cutaneous vessels dilate immediately un­ 
der tho influence of the heat, and, al­ 
though the dilation is followed try a 
contraction, this contraction is seldom 
excessive, and the ultimate result of a 
warm bath is to increase the cutaneous 
circulation. The pulse and respiration 
are taith quickened in the cold bath. 
Tile warm bath increases Hi© temper­ 
ature of the iKHly, and, bv lessening the 
necessity for tho internal production of 
heat, it decreases the call which is made 
upon certain of the vital processes, and 
enables life to be sustained with a less 
ex|*enditure of force. 
While a cold bath causes a certain 
stiffness of the muscles if continued too 
long, a warm bath relieves stiffness and 
fatigue. The final effect of both hot and 
cold baths, if their temperature is mod­ 
erato, is tho same, the difference being, 
to use tho words of Braun, that “ cold 
refreshes by stimulating the functions, 
heat by physically facilitating them, and 
in this lies tho important differences be­ 
tween tho cold water system and the 
thermal mode of treatment.”
